"T his figure assumes,*' said Mr. Dav­ 
idson. "that stockholders In com panies 
which have declared special dividends 
am ounting to some tw enty millions 
will turn their dividends over to the 
Red Cross." 
The policy of the Red Cross In ex­ 
pending this big sum. Mr. Davidson 
said in a statem ent thanking the mil­ 
lions of contributors..will be to “con­ 
duct all our work with the utm ost 
publicity and take the public as com 
pletely aa possible into our 
confi­ 
dence.” 
Prim arily, the fund will be devoted 
to needs of American soldiers 
and 
sailors, and secondarily to relief work 
among the allies.

SETTLEMENT FOR THE 
COLLEGE ROAD MADE 


A settlem ent has been made with 
the Uvalde A sphalt com pany for the 
building of the college road, but $6000 
has been deducted from 
the 
total 
am ount due under the contract as 
penalty at $100 a day for not finishing 
the work in the specified time. 
The 
county 
com m issioners 
went 
over the road finally Monday and in ­ 
spected it. M embers of the citizens 
com m ittee had done the sam e thing 
previously, J. EL Covey, for example, 
having walked the entire length of 
the work and made a m ost thorough 
and careful inspection. The previously 
reported defects had beeu 
repaired 
and the road seem ed in good shape. 
The com m issioners m et Tuesday eve­ 
ning and an order was issued in pen­ 
cil and w ritten on the final estim ate 
of the highway engineers to the ef­ 
fect th at Uvalde company should be 
paid $9969.68 and th at the 
county 
treasu rer should set aside the sum of 
$6,000 as road district No. I money 
and be placed in a special fund to be 
known as the College Road fund. 
An 
overtim e bill of $426.48 was ordered 
paid. This order has been filed with 
the county clerk. 
The revised estim ate of the high-' 
way engineers shows th at the road 
coat $37,679.49 and that previous esti­ 
m ates paid am ounted to 
$21,709.81 
leaving a balance to be paid of $15,- 
769.68. From th at was deducted the 
$6,000 penalty, leaving the balance or­ 
dered to be paid of $9,969.68. This pen­ 
alty is $100 a day for sixty days.

125,000 MEN W IL 
BE TRAINED IN TEXAS 


(By Associated Press) 
Dallas, Texas, June 27.— Upwards 
of 125,000 men will be in training in 
Texas within the next few months 
preparatory to taking th eir places in 
the line of battle. This num ber is in 
addition to approxim ately 20,000 al­ 
ready in San Antonio, aud several reg­ 
im ents in El Paso and along the bor 
der. 
Five cam ps will be located in Texas 
One of these, a t San Antonio, has 
been designated as a national army 
cantonm ent. T hree others, at 
Fort 
W orth, Houston and Waco, will b* 
N ational Guard training camps. The 
fifth at Leon Springs, will be for can­ 
didates for com m issions in the off! 
te rs reserve. 
Tile San Antonio camp will care for 
about 40,000 men selected from those 
registering June 5. Each of the Na 
tiouai Guard camps will care for 25,- 
000 or more men. About 1,500 will bt 
assigned to Leon Springs. 
The I-eon Springs school will open 
August 27 and it is expected th at the 
San Antonio cam p will open about 
Sept. 15—possibly two weeks later. 
The N ational Guard cam ps sta rt work 
between July 16 and August id. 
The N ational Guard cam p will em 
brace a total of 11,600 acres. 
The 
Waco camp site covers 8,000 
acres 
Houston, 2,000 aud Fort W orth 1,500 
The Fort W orth site is on the out 
skirts of th at city, a vast rolling prair 
ie, touching the shores of Lake Como 
One street car line already extends 
to the camp and another will be built 
A rifle range will be ehtablished on 
the shores of I.ake W orth. 
Recently the city banished Its vice 
district and the mayor is said to have 
advised the w ar departm ent that It 
will not be perm itted to return. 
The site near Houston is touched by 
three railroads, the M issouri, K an­ 
sas and Texas; The Galveston, Hous­ 
ton and San Antonio, and the Hous­ 
ton and Texas Central. 
Like other 
sites, an ample excellent w ater sup 
ply is assured, natural drainage af­ 
fords, and assurance has been given 
that moral conditions will be all that 
can be desired. 
The W aco site Is Just north of that 
city and is comprised of farm land 
extending from the Brazos river to 
the South Bosque river, the m ajority 
of the acreage being on high ground 
which abounds in ceder and 
other 
tim ber. The Cotton Belt, and Missouri 
Kansas & Texas railroads will build 
spurs to tho camp sites, 


NEW YORK DRY GOODS 
New York, June 27.-~Cotton goods 
are firm. Yards were firm, with a high­ 
er trend. Trading in yarns of num­ 
bers from 7s to t6s lias virtually come 
to a standstill except for governm ent 
needs.

So, inside a 
salient som ew hat resem bling the shape 
of a dog’s head the G erm ans are hang­ 
ing on apparently determ ined to hold 
until the last hope goes. 
The Canadians took La Coulotte this 
m orning a t 7 o’clock, their patrols 
pushing on eastw ard tow ard Avion. 
while other British troops advanced 
down the eastern slope of Hill 65. 
The G erm ans have extended 
the 
floods with w ater from the river Sou- 
ehez until the plain betw een Avion 
and Lens is well covered. The mill 
city on the w estern fringe of Lens 
has been razed by order of the Ger­ 
man high command so th at the m a­ 
chine guns may have a clean sweep at 
the B ritish as they approach. Lens 
itself is a m ass of ruins. The entire 
city has been converted into a Ger 
m an fortress in which each ruined 
house is a m achine gun em placem ent 
and every cellar and subcellar a re­ 
fuge. 
The German losses in the Lens sali­ 
ent are heavy and new drafts con­ 
stantly are demanded. Prisoners say 
they had been prom ised peace defi­ 
nitely by Septem ber. 


DANISH STEAMER SUNK.

W ashington, June 27.—The sinking 
of the Danish steam er Gunhilde w ith­ 
out w arning has been reported to the 
state departm ent. Six of the crew were 
lost. 


AMERICAN VESSEL SUNK.

The Galena was sunk off Ushquant 
island, tw enty-six miles northw est of 
Brest.

DOCK WILSON FREED 
ON A BOND OF $1,000 


Dock Wilson, charged with the m ur 
der of John Wheelock, was given aa 
exam ining trial before Justice of the 
Peafe G ainer this m orning and held 
to the grand Jury in the sum of $1,006. 
Bond was made and he was im m ediate­ 
ly released. 
Only one witness was called, Peter 
Negliazo, at whose store a t 
Davis 
sw itch the affray took place Monday 
evening between 5 and 6 o’clock. The 
first he knew of the trouble was when 
his brother who was attending the 
bar called to him that there was a 
fight in the grocery side. He went In, 
and with the ald of a couple of ne­ 
groes, separated the men. W ilson was 
bleeding from Hie jaw at the time. 
He told the negroes to go into the 
bar with him and take a drink and 
settle their differences in a friendly 
way. 
But they kept on quarreling, 
even after they had ordered 
their 
soda w ater, and cursing each other, 
W heelock raised his arm as 
if 
to 
strike WM I son, and Just then the la t­ 
ter cut him In the abdomen. Wilson 
was about to strike again, when Ne­ 
gliazo took hold of his arm and pre­ 
vented it, 
Wilson then went home, 
and W heelock was placed in a chair 
and later brought to the hosoital in 
town, w here he died. 
The case is to come up for trial at 
the fall term of court, which m eets 
September 17. 


MINE SWEEPING DEVICE 
An A tlantic Port, June 27.—A mine 
sw eeping device calculated to pick up 
and safely bring to the surface any 
m ines th a t may be in the path of 
vessels is m m being attached to a 
num ber of ships proceeding through 
the w aters of the w ar zone, One of 
these devices was observed on a pas 
senger liner which arrived here Tues­ 
day. 
It is attached to the bows and 
when let down a netted projection ex 
tends a dozen or more feet on either 
side of the ship, 
lf a mine is en 
countered it is picked up and brought 
to the surface at a safe distance from 
the vessel. 


BIT BEER 


Senate Agricultural Com m ittee Gives President 
Discretion to P erm it Manufacture of Wine— 
Food Bill Substitute is Favorably R eported— 
M ineral and Tim ber Control. 


(By Associated Presa) 
Washington, June 27.—With drastic prohibition amendments 
to prohibit the manufacture of beer as well as distilled liquors and 
giving the President discretion to permit the manufacture of wine 
only, the administration food bill was agreed to by the senate 
agricultural committee and favorably reported as a substitute for 
the bill now under consideration. 
The government control of copper, lead and their products, 
lumber and timber is provided in an amendment to the food bill 
adopted by the senate agricultural committee.

W ashington, June 27.—The twenty- 
six million dollars rivers and harbors 
bill has passed the house, 205 to 152. 
The am endm ent to require presidential 
endorsem ent of all appropriations was 
defeated. 


NEARLY A MILLION A 
YEAR ROSINESS DONE 
BY PRODOCE MERCHANT 


Bryan has one m ercantile 
estab­ 
lishm ent th at does close to a million 
dollars worth of business a year. And 
the money comes largely from sources 
outside the state, hence it is not trad ­ 
ing dollars, but is bringing new money 
into circulation here. 
Allen Smith has been in business 
here 
seventeen years, and in th at 
tim e has increased his 
operations 
from about $25,000 a year to nearly a 
million dollars. Some grow th, 
that, 
and a good portion of it has come 
about in the past few years. 
"T here has been a wonderful de­ 
velopment in the Texas poultry indus­ 
try in the past four or five years— 
yes, I may say, In the past two years. 
None not in touch with this develop­ 
m ent has any idea of the extent of 
it. 
It has been nothing short of won­ 
derful," said Mr. Smith. 
Mr. Smith has gathered eggs from 
ail over this section of the state this 
year and has shipped out thus far 
this season betw een 75 and eighty car­ 
loads. A carload of eggs is 12,000 doz­ 
en, and he estim ates th at the farm ers 
and poultrym en have received on an 
average of about th irty cents a dozen 
Ju st figure th at up and you will find 
th at close to a q uarter of a million 
(|ollars has been paid out by (Mr. 
Smith alone. And th at is for nothing 
but eggs, and the shipping season is 
not yet over. 
He is now candling all 
the eggs he receives aud is still send­ 
ing them out in carload shipm ents. 
The money in paym ent 
for 
them 
comes from the big cities of the north 
K ansas City, St. Louis, Chicago, New 
York and the like. 
The chicken shipping business ta 
just getting under way, and he has 
just completed shipm ents of his thiru 
or fourth car. The minimum carload 
of poultry is 18,000 pounds. Now, do a 
little more figuring. Suppose young 
chickens sell for tw entjdflve cents 
a pound in the northern cities; each 
carload would be w orth around $4,250. 
Out of that, of course, m ust 
come 
freight and feeding charges en route, 
where the poultry is shipped ..live. 
When chickens are coming in front 
the poultry yards over a considerable 
area in large num bers it does not 
take long to accum ulate a carload 
and as each carload will bring a m in­ 
imum of possibly $4,000 it follows that 
this is a big business in Itself. 
In the fall m onths, prior to Thanks 
giving and C hristm as, Mr. Sm ith hand 
lea a w onderful lot of turkeys. Last 
fall he shipped more dressed turkeys 
than any other dealer in the U nited 
States, he believes, sixteen carloads. 
In fact, and got tw enty-eight cents a 
pound for them . And he got It, too, 
not suffering from the slump in the 
m arket experienced by a good many 
dealers. 
He sold on co n tracts and 
made shipm ents with bills of lading 
attached to draft, *o that he played 
saf> when the turkey m arket was go 
ing up Into the skies. He is equipped 
to handle dressed poultry. He has in 
stalled his own refrigeration 
plant 
with gasoline engine and 
am m onia 
pump. and bis freezing room s 
are

POULTRY KEEPING ■ 
IN BRAZOS COUNTY 


(By F. W. Kazmeier, Poultry H usband 
man, Extension Service A. and M. 
College of Texas.) 
An 
investigational 
trip 
recently 
brought out the significant fact th at 
the prime reason poultry keeping Is 
not more profitable is besause the peo­ 
ple do not go a t it in a whole-hearted 
way. 
Out of five farm ers visited, all kept 
“scrub” stock. Stock th a t has no good 
excuse for existing. Pure bred stock 
is invariably the m ost profitable. Some 
claim they cannot buy pure-bred stock 
on account of financial 
difficulties. 
These we hope to assist th is fall, 
through tho Bryan hankers. 
Some 
claim th a t pure-bred stock is not as 
healthy as mongrel stock. This is an 
old theory th at never was true. L et us 
get together and place m ore pure­ 
bred chickens on the Brazos county 
farms. 
Four of the five people interview ed 
stated they w ere very profitable. One 
party stated they were the m ost profi­ 
table thing on the farm . By the way, 
in this case the man showed an equal 
interest In the poultry on the farm. 
One party stated they would be profi­ 
table, if they did not lose too many, 
having lost all but 32 out of 500 
hatched, largely because no prepara­ 
tions were made to take care of the 
chicks after hatched. 
All farm ers interview ed w ere pro­ 
ducing fertile eggs at this tim e of the 
year. 
This again shows bad m anage­ 
ment. Fonr of the five flocks showed 
signs of soaley leg. 
This is caused 
by a small mite, working, living and 
breeding beneath the scales on the 
shanks of the fowl. 
This trouble at 
once indicates neglect. To cure, grease 
the shanks with common lard to which 
has been added IO per cent, of kero­ 
sene. 
All five flocks w ere badly in 
felted with lice. To kill lice on the 
fowls dip them three tim es a year In 
the following dip: 
I oz. of sodium fluorld to I gallon 
of w ater. 
Four of the five flocks w ere fed 
nothing but left-overs, or scraps. On 
most of these places the left-overs and 
scraps were very sm all Indeed. T hat 
rn* ant that the chickens did not get 
anything to eat, except w hat they 
could steal in the feeding lot or around 
the house. 
We cannot hope to get som ething 
from nothing, so let us not expect 
this. 
Rem em ber table scraps and left­ 
overs are scarce these days. Many 
chit kens in Brazos county are not lay­ 
ing because they cannot possibly find 
the food that goes Into the form ation 
of the sam e.

Houston, June 25.—T he flirst bale of 
American cotton of the 1917 season 
arrived in Houston Sunday m orning 
from Lyford and will be sold at auc­ 
tion a t l l o'clock M onday morning 
on the floor of the H ouston cotton ex­ 
change by S ecretary J. F. Burwell. 
The first hale was grown by Dr. W. P. 
Wtebb of Lyford and was shipped by 
him to W illiam H. Cleveland & Sons 
cotton factors of H ouston. Dr. Webb 
and J. H. Koontz, representing WB 
liam D. Cleveland & Sons, accom pan 
led the bale to Houston. 
The hale arrived by express over 
the Brow nsville road and was taken 
to the Houston cotton exchange Sun­ 
day to aw alt the auction on Monday 
m orning. 
It weighed 427 pounds at 
Lyford, but because it arrived on Sun 
day, it was not weighed or classed In 
Houston, so th at d ata has not yet been 
secured by the H ouston exchange offi­ 
cials. 
The bale w as ginned by the 
Gulf Coast Gin com pany of Lyford, 
and It was done in a neat and substan 
tial way. 
T his is the fifth successive year that 
the first bale of the season has come 
from Lyford, indicating the early pro 
duction of cotton In th at vicinity, and 
also the enterprise of the people of 
th at vicinity.

How Red Cross Money 
is Used in This War 


People do not usually ask the ques­ 
tion of the Red Cross, "W here does 
the money go th at we 
subscribe?*' 
There never has been any scandal con­ 
nected with the finances of the 
Red 
Cross and its affairs have been care­ 
fully managed. 
But should any be dis­ 
posed to m ake the query it was an­ 
swered last night by Rev. Ingraham 
of Calvert who is but recently re­ 
turned from the m eeting a t W ichita, 
Kansas, of a division of the Red Cross 
and there he listened to reports of 
workers in the field. 
He spoke to an 
audience poor in size a t the opera 
house, and during the recitation of 
happenings and practices of the Ger­ 
m ans in Europe many were brought to 
the point of showing their emotions. 
Rev. Randolph Ray presided over 
the meeting, and after the audience 
had sung "A m erica” the invocation was 
by F ather Gleissner. 
Then "D ixie” 
was given as a piano solo and Mr. Ray 
launched into a discussion 
of 
Red 
Cross and Bryan. He briefly sketched 
the history of the organization from 
its inception in Sw itzerland in 1859, 
the part Florence N ightingale played 
in it and its spread all over the world, 
Japan leading in m em bership all oth 
er countries. 
Texas has had cause 
to be grateful to the Red Cross, for 
it has helped to give relief in Galves­ 
ton after the 1900 storm and in Brazos 
county during flood tim es. Ju st now 
the 
president 
is concentrating the 
work of the Red Cross on the world 
war. The Red Cross has spent in Bel­ 
gium alone during the past three years 
$.150,000,000 for oaring for the desti­ 
tute and helpless there. Boys are go­ 
ing to the front from Brazos county. 
They are our boys. We w ant to know 
if they are wounded they will receive 
prom pt and proper care. Only an or­ 
ganization like the Red Cross can give 
them th a t care and give them proper 
burial should they die. In speaking of 
the contention th a t the tim e is not 
opportune for this work, he asked if 
we would consider it inopportune if 
we had a German governor-general in 
the white house. 
He declared we 
should have fifteen hundred Red Cross 
m em bers in Bryan, instead of half that 
num ber that have been secured. Many, 
he said, m ake excuses for not join­ 
ing. 
He comm ented on the sm allness 
of the crowd present, and 
asked: 
W here are 
the others? 
Have they 
not sufficient interest? 
Don’t they 
care? 
A fter Mrs. WV C. Davis had sung 
"The S tar Spangled 
Banner,” 
the 
Rev. Ingraham was introduced. He be­ 
gan by consoling Mr. Ray and said 
th at a t Austin one of the big men of 
the state was advertised to speak on 
the Red Cross work and there was 
scarcely as m any in the Hancock op­ 
era house as were present last night 
here. He quoted Gen. Pershing’s wordB 
to the effect th a t Texas has not aw ak­ 
ened yet to the fact that there is a 
war, but when it does awaken it will 
do its part and "more. 
He told how he had raised $10,000 
in Calvert for an ambulance corps. 
One of the C alvert boys, Clyde Bar­ 
cas, a form er A gricultural and Me­ 
chanical college student, had enlisted 
and was probably on his way to the 
front. 
He is a fine young man and 
adm ired generally in Calvert. 
The 
thought th at he m ight be wounded 
was given expression, and upon that 
basis one m an said he would give 
$500 or even $1000 to know th at Bar- 
cus was given attention should he be 
wounded. 
Mr. Ingraham then w ent to 
a banker, got a list of those able to 
give, visited th* wives and the men 
them selves, aud got up the first $4500 
in nine $500 subscriptions in an hour. 
The rem ainder cam e easy. 
H aving been at the W ichita m eet­ 
ing he gathered a great deal of the 
world scope of the Red Cross. He 
w ent as a delegate and represented 
this county as well as others. This 
$100,000,000 contribution is the biggest 
thing ever undertaken by any nation 
a t any tim e. T hat the response is 
being made prom ptly to the call of the 
president is evidenced by the fact that 
already $95,000,000 had been raised 
in the first two days of the week. The 
liberty loan was oversubscribed and 
the $100,000,000 will be, he predicted. 
The people are beginning to realize 
th at we are at war. 
Ile spoke of a 
talk he had heard F ather Boniface 
m ake. 
F ather Boniface is a German 
and was raised in th at country. Ile 
said th at years ago when he was a 
young man, the older men and the 
young men, after their day’s work was 
done, would get out and drill for sev­ 
eral hours. "W e cannot force Ger­ 
m any to term s under ten 
years,” 
F ath er Boniface said. Hence, this is 
only the first call. 
H e spoke of the German treatm ent 
of the Belgians. In one city of 600,- 
000 people they had hired the men 
aud carried them off to work in the 
m unitions plants, and given the priv­ 
ilege of w orking against their coun­ 
trym en and allies or being shot. They 
w ere returned later either as corpses 
o r hum an wrecks, having been tor­ 
tured or killed. Men under 18 and over 
45 w ere taken out between the firing 
lines and used as human breastw orks 
and slaughtered. 
Germany, he said, realized th at the 
b est arm y Is th a t with the m ost effi 
d e n t Red Cross, so they have estab 
fished a corps at every ten yards. 
W hen a m an falls he is hurried to 
the rear, given prom pt and proper 
treatm en t aud In a short time is re­ 
tu rn ed to th e trenches a better sol 
iii c r than be w as before. lie wants 
to see the allies have a Red Cross 
corps at every ten yards. 
He spoke of the Red C ross work Iii 
Belgium . Servla, R oum auia and oth 
ere of the sm all cou ntries th a t hive 
been d ev astated by the Germans. The 


Red Cross seeks to alleviate the suf­ 
fering and prevent death from starv a­ 
tion. 
In Belgium a piece of bread 
and a pint of boup has been the daily 
ration. In R ussian Poland the Ger­ 
m ans are devastating the country, lay­ 
ing it w aste th a t it may be made into 
a G erm any colony late r and forever 
settle the Polish question. In France 
the land is sw ept clean as a desert. 
T he men are all gone. The women and 
children are huddled together and 
solely dependent upon th e B ritish for 
food. 
In the French trenches are 
over 
600,000 cases of tuberculosis. In send­ 
ing our boys to the front they may 
be exposed to this disease, but the 
Red Cross, having ability to teach men 
how to take care of them selves, will 
do much to prevent the spread of the 
disease. The Red Cross in this cam ­ 
paign for $100,000,000 Is raising funds 
to care for the A m erican soldiers. 
F athers and m others cannot go to the 
front, but they can be present by 
proxy in the Red Cross if they will 
send their money. 
W ith a brief statem en t by Mr. Ray 
the m eeting adjourned.

W. L. Houston died in Bryan Sunday 
m orning at 1:45 o’clock and the fun­ 
eral was held th at afternoon at 4:00 
from the residence. Ow'ing to the rain 
storm ju st at th at tim e there w as not 
as large attendance as there would 
have been. but a considerable num ber 
were present to pay the last tributes to 
their friend and neighbor. The serv­ 
ices were conducted Rev. Randolph 
Ray of St. A ndrew ’s church, and the 
interm ent was in the city cem etery. 
Tom Smith, W. F. Gibbs, B.L. Head. 
I.ouis W hite. Marion Brockman. Will 
Roman. J. D. Daly and A lbeit Bullock 
were the pall bearers. 
Mr. Houston wass born at Mineola 
and was 56 years and 16 days old. All 
told he has spent alm ost half of his 
life in Bryan, although not consecu­ 
tively. he having resided In H earne 
and other places hereabouts at differ­ 
ent tim es. During one period of his 
residence here he was employed stead­ 
ily for ten years by W. J. Coulter but 
up to the time he was stricken three 
years ago he was employed by H. 
Block. 
Since th at tim e he has been 
unable to do any work. 
Surviving him are a widow and five 
children. W. L„ Jr., Lurline, D. C., 
M arguerite and Nanie C. 
He was baptized in the 
Baptist 
church when a young man. and had 
always lived consistently with 
the 
teachings of the C hristian religion.

SEED FOR FM M E R S H 
■ who WOULD REPLANT 


County Agent Benson reported to 
the directors of the B ryan Business 
club this m orning th at the seed ques­ 
tion in this county is proving quite a 
puzzle. 
Two weeks ago. Mr. Beason 
presented the subject to the directors, 
show ing th at the drouth had practical­ 
ly ruined the corn in the county, ne­ 
cessitating planting som ething in the 
land made vacant by the corn. He 
suggested peanuts, cowpeas, feterita. 
sorghum and some other crops, and 
the club decided to stand behind the 
farm ers to the extent of assuring them 
th at seed could be secured. Somehow 
the notion got abroad th at the club 
would purchase and distribute 
the 
seed, but all the club proposed to do 
was to see th at farm ers who w ant seed 
shall secure it. 
Mr. Beason, acting 
along that course, located 
several 
quantities of peanut seed, but 
none 
of the farm ers were willing to place 
their orders until it rained. 
They 
showed^ a disposition 
to 
play 
safe 
them selves and take no risks, even 
for sm all am ounts, although 
there 
would be no m aterial loss even should 
the seed not be planted, and the seed 
of most of the things suggested can 
be planted up to the m iddle of July 
and some as late as August. 
Just 
as soon as it rains plentifully 
the 
farm ers will be clam oring for seed, 
and will be unable to get it in a hur­ 
ry, but will be compelled to w ait a 
few days, w hereas if they would place 
their orders the seed would be ready 
for them . During the discussion that 
followed some contended th a t the seed 
men should carry some of the burden. 
if burden It be, and be ready to fill 
orders when it rains, as it is bound 
to do sooner or later. 
The club decided to order large 
signs to be placed at each end of the 
m acadam ized road on the King trail 
in this county, and bearing an inscrip­ 
tion to about this effect: "W elcome to 
Bryan and Brazos county good roads." 
Many tourists get the im pression that 
Brazos county roads are bad because 
some they travel are of th at kind, not 
knowing w here the county lln^s are 
located. 
To the entertainm ent 
com m ittee 
was delegated the power to invite the 
Brazos county singing convention to 
B ryan and to arrange for the enter­ 
tainm ent of the crowd. 
To the W oman’s club was voted $10 
with which to supplem ent their funds 
for the contest to be held a t the court 
house Saturday. 
A discussion of the roads leading 
into Brazos from other counties and 
continuing Into Bryan was had. The 
highw ay com m ittee was instructed to 
go before the county com m issioners 
and ascertain w hat has been done and 
w hat is proposed to be done. It Is de­ 
sired th at these roads and bridges be 
put in repair before the opening of 
the fall trade. 
P resident 
Johnson 
read a letter 
from Superintendent Gaines of 
the 
mail service in Texas in regard to a 
closed pouch being carried on th e in ­ 
terurban betw een Bryan and College 
and return. Mr. Gaines acid the sub­ 
ject would be investigated. The p ar­ 
cels post business wrould be considera­ 
ble, particularly In the way of pur­ 
chases made in Bryan to be delivered 
at the college, and the letter and oth 
er m ail m atter would be hastened. It 
happens th at som etim es letters mailed 
at the college in the evening do not 
get to Bryan until 
the 
following 
evening, 
taking 
about 
twenty-four 
hours to complete the service. 
Secretary E berstadt asked for leave 
of absence until Saturday, which was 
granted.
